Commercial Industrial Hemp Program Status 

House Bill 2267 was passed last session allowing KDA to develop a commercial program. 

Draft regulations were shared on KDA website for informal public comment period through Sept. 13. 

Draft Regulations: 

• License commercial hemp growers (no longer need to license distributors or processors) 

• Planting and harvesting requirements 

• Inspection and testing requirements 

• Transportation of Industrial Hemp requirements 

• Similar site restrictions as with the research program 

• Hemp Processors Registration: KDA will maintain a list of industrial hemp processors
